compulsory military service for 
industrial conscription or make it 
aw offence for any person to par- 
tigipate in a strike or peacefully 
persuade any other person to par- 
ticipate in a strike,

| Prof. MacEachran Delivers En- 
tertaining Address to Phil- 
osophical Society 


The first general meeting of the 
Philosophical Society was held Wed- 
nesday evening when a large audience 
Ustened to Proféssor MacEachran's 
interesting and entertaining address 
on “Some Aspects of the Subcon- 
| scious,” 

The lecturer explained that the 
Subconscious sprang out of tae pro- 
cess of evolution, when, as higher 
mental processes were required for 
more adequate adaptation to the 
problems of life, the routine ‘and 
|automatic was relegated to the sub- 
conscious, which became a vast store- 
house of creative activity. 

Acting below conscioug control, we 
see the effect of the subconscious in 
|dreams, ag tae moonbeam being in- 
|terpreted as an angel, The effect of 
facilitation of conscious processes is 
jevidenced in every one's experience, 
jin awaking with the solution of 
|problem clear in mind which had 
| baffled consciousness the _ previous 
night. This function of facilitation is 
of course, in 


of tremendous va.ue, 
every day life. 
Analytic psychology provides a 
method of delving into tae subcon- 
scious realm, and of bringing to light 
underlying motives and determinants 
to symptoms and attitudes, exposing 
the contending forces which may be 
not fully perceived by the individual, 
but, having to do with desires not in 
harmony with the conscious idea of 
self, produce marked effects, express- 


ed often in oplnions, prejudices, 
faulty actions and even pataological 
symptoms. 

Breuer and Freud investigated 


these phenomena by hypnosis first, 
later by study of the normal con- 
sciousness. Dr. Jung, who also de- 
veloped this branch of the science, 
named these important groups of 
ideas which taeir agsociated feelings 
Letrayed, ‘complexes.’ Freud = ex- 
plained all such complexesc on the 
basis of the sex impluse, using that 
term in a broad sense as furnishing 
‘that life energy manifested in ths 
|desires and strivings of man.

harmony, First he may keep 
water-tight compartments 
any clash, as the man w.io 
advanced scientific views, and 
‘ vical conceptions, Or he may 
re, ¢' er them ntinually and refuse 
jto ce snance them.

Thirdty, 
he may project them upon another 
person and then delight almself with 
free criticism of what is really a de- 
fect in himself. 

In conclusion, Dr. MacKachran 
pointed out the practical value of a 
{study of the subconscious through 
, psychoanalysis, not only in hysteria 
Jand a'tlied abnormal mental condi- 
tions, but in the normal mind which 
possesses its varied complexes and 
leonflicts and repressions, and can 
best cope with these only when their 
origin and significance Ig fully appre- 
| clated,

Hon. J. R. Boyle Looks For Dif- 
ficulties Because of Small- 
ness of Monday Vote 


Although the majority of those vot- 
ing on the federal referendum Mon- 
day favored closing down inter-pro- 
ivincia! traffic in intoxicating liquor, 
|the balance in sentiment does not 
jseem to indicate that the provincial 
authorities are to receive the active 
support in enforcement of the Alberta 
Liquor Act that is desirable for the 
common good, according to Hon. J. R. 
|Boyle, attorney-general, under waose 
|department the liquor laws are being 
| administered. 

Hon. Mr. Boyle sees difficulties 
jahead because of the smaliness of the 
vote cast Monday. He is pleased with 
}the verdict which p’aces the provir.- 
‘cial law supreme, but when apparent- 
ly less than one half the electors 


{paratively small majority were 
{favorable to prohibiting further liquor 
importation, he forsees troub’e in the 
enforcement of the liquor laws. He 
‘estimates that leas than twenty-five 
per cent of the population can be de- 
|pended upon to actively support the 
jautnorities in preventing law break- 
)ing of this nature, and points out taat 
{the police ought to be assured of 
jmore co-operation than.this to carry 
; Out their duties successfully, 
Half Population Did Not Vote 

| “T have notuing to say as to the 
future policy of the government as a 
result of. the liquor referendum,” 
stated Mr. Boyle. “As any announce- 
ment of this kind will be made by the 
Premier. The vote, however, as far as 
returns are available, seems to indl- 
jeate that less than 
fof the province expressed themse'ves 
l'on the question. It practically means 
that more than one half the votesr of 
‘Alberta refused to assume responsi- 

iNty on the liquor problem, and de- 
clined to vote. Of those who did vote 
the majority does not appear to be 
large for the prohibition of importa- 
tion into the province.

After the 
ro was subecribed the proclamation 
lof his Honor, the Lieutenant-Governor 
lwas read. The Lievtenant-Governor, 
Rev. W. B. MacNiven, entered and 
then retired during the election of the 
speakers. Mr. R. J. Gillis was tem- 
porarily chosen to fill this office. After 
a speech of acceptance the speaker 
announced the entry of the Lieut-Gov. 
who then read the speech from the 
throne. 

After the Lieut-Gov. had retired, 
Premier Gowan gave notice of the in- 
troduction of a bill to initiate a policy 
of taxation among the church clubs 
of the city; this bill was outlined by 
the minister of social order, Eric 
Saunders. 

Copies of the speech’ were distri- 
buted among the members, then the 
|Premier moved that the speech be 
| considered at the next session of the 
house, to be held a month hence. 
This was seconded by the leader of 
the opposition, Clayton Rundle, and 
passed, 

The speaker read several telegrams 
of congratulation received by the 
premier immediately before the house 
assembled. 

A notice of introduction of a bill in 
regard to regulation of present-day 
amusements in the theatres of the city 
was given by the minister of social 
order. 

The premier announced that it was 
the intention of the government to 
send a delegation to the council to ask 
for permission to use the council 
chamber as a permanent meeting 
place for the legislature's monthly 
session. A discussion took piace in 
regard to the day of meeting and it 
lwas decided that Saturday ehould 
{henceforth be tthe day. 

The premier read a motion adopted 
by a meeting of representative socie- 
ties, interested in boys’ work, on 
Tuesday evening, In regard to signs 
about the city derogotary to the in- 
terests of the young yeople of the com- 
munity, A copy of the resolution was 
forwarded to the advertieing section of 
the board of trade. 

The premier moved that Taylor 
|Statten, National Boys’ Work secre- 
tary, should speak to the house, at 
the rail, which was seconded by 
leader of the opposition. Mr, Statten, 
who is in the city, primarily, to con- 
vene with the Rotary chub on boy's 
| work, stepped forwand and delivered 
jan effective speech on the importance 
lof the training received by the mem- 
\bers of euch organizations as the Ed- 
|monton Boys’ Parliament. 

“T fee] that you are working out one 
fof the most important things attempt- 
fed in Canada today," he said going on 
‘to explain the important relation the 
| parliament had to the community in 
the training of the civic fathers of 
tomorrow. ‘This work ts of greatest 
inyportance as it is beginning to fill a 
great need in Canada; we want men 
who are life-sharers not hfe-gamb- 
lers.’ He showed the ideal opportun:- 
ties offered the boys of the later 
‘teens to begin the performance of 
public acts and to develop social train- 
ing by accepting ‘the responsibilities 
of the older social group. 

“IT see a day coming when in every 
city, town_and hamlet there will be 
an executive on boys’ affairs which 
will be composed of the grown-up 
|boys with the training of today.” 

Mr. Duggan was called and in a 
neat Httle speech he endorsed Mr.

This in justification for 
having refused to allow the refin- 
ers to mark prices up as fast as 
wanted to . In return for 
curtailing his profits in a rising 
marxet, the Board undertook to 
artificially sustain prices when 
the market began to go down and 
to thus enable the dealer to throw 
the loss upon the public. 
This may or may nol save the 


faces of the late members of the. 
Board, but it does nothing to| 


better the standing of the Board 
itaelf, Commissioners came and 
went, but the Board of Commerce 
was @ continuing institution, and 
it amounts to the same thing 
whether the ‘“‘twenty-one cent 
plus freight’? order was issued bn 
the motion of the last set of mem- 
bers or to implement an undertak- 
ing of an earlier set. K 

The Board was supposed to exist 
for the purpose of keeping profits 
down to a reasonable margin, not 
for the purpose of preventing loss 
if refiners or dealers bought up 
Jarge holdings of sugar at high 
prices when the market was on 
the eve of a decline. Unless such 
large holdings had been accumu- 
lated at high prices there was no 
necessity of the order that prices 
should remain at an exorbitantly 
high level for two months and a 
half.

Organization and other primary. ar- 
rangements have been eo far carried 
out in connection with the Lethbridge 
Northern trrigation scheme thai tie 
debentures of the project amounting 
to approximately $5,400,000 will be 
viaced on the market within a short 
time, according to Hon, C, R. Mit- 
edhell, provincial treasurer. 

Deputy minister of public works, 
lL. C. Charlesworth, who has been 
supervising preliminary arrangements 
on behalf of the government during 
the last few months, says the trus- 
tees of the Lethbridge Nortaern are 
ready to offer the bonds for sale 
since all other details of the charter 
granted at the last session of the pro- 
vincial legislature have been carried 
out satisfactorily with the majority 
approval of tne ratepayers invo'ved. 
These bonds carry a guarantee from 
the provincial government amount- 
to, two full years’ interest, which will 
total ‘over $700,000, so it is expected 
that the issue will find purchasers 
without’ the great difficulty which it 
as been felt in some sections of the 
south would aitend (the disposal of the 
bonds., 

South McLeod Scheme Next 

The next irrigation project to come 
before the legislature will be the 
South MacLeod district, according to 
George Skelding, M.P.P, for Mac- 
Leod who was in tue city Wednesday. 
Mr. Skelding says about 160.000 acras 
will be involved in this project and 
the construction costs of the scheme 
will be’ far less than that of the 
Letabridge Northern.
